His parents were rpluctant to 


believe him dead and have since 
carried on a search all over the 
United States for him, circulating 
descriptions and photographs of 
him through the American Red 
Cross. 


On September 24 
his 
father 


was reported as having identified 
St. Clair, a prisoner at Atlanta, 
as his son, and it was alleged that 
Bergeron 
had 
transferred his 


identification tag to a comrade in 
order to disappear and permit his 
parents to draw his insurance.

More 
flags are seen flying on that d:,y than on almost any 
other and the whole day is like Thanksgiving Day."

There are those who believe that 
the sucesfful eventuation to this 
conference would, in a large meas- 
ure, mean permanent peace on 
earth."
